It 
must, in o ther wo rds, be prepared 
to meet needs and co nditio ns which 
may be and o ften are g reatly dif­ 
ferent fro m tho se faced by ano ther 
sto re o f the same chain sy stem in 
a different lo cality .

Missouri's Egg Law has the 
effect of forcing producers of 
low quality eggs to sell for a 
low er price than 
high-quality 
eggs. For poultrym en like D en­ 
nis LeGrand, farm ing near Ben­ 
ton, the new law was bound to 
be a help, not a penalty. He has 
been producing a quality egg for 
the St. Louis m arket since early 
in 1954 so he already was in 
compliance w ith regulations in 
the law. 
Prior to 1953, LeGrands Used 
to keep about 300 hens in an 
old shed connected to the barn 
and sold hatching eggs. As a 
m em ber of Scott County’s Bal­ 
anced Farm ing Association that 
year, they were advised “to get 
off the fence.” Extension person­ 
nel suggested they either get a 
bigger flock of layers or get 
out of the poultry business. 
From 
their 
experience 
w ith 
the small flock, LeGrands knew' 
poultry would produce a pro­ 
fit, and they knew they liked 
to handle them. So they built 
a larger laying house, 48 x 50 
feet, that would house 700 light 
breed hens. They knew if they 
ever decided to drop their poul- 
project. the building could be 
used for a shed to store their 
m achinery items. 
Take Agent's Advice 
A t the tim e they expanded 
th eir 
business, 
County 
Agent 
Tom Stroup suggested they try 
to sell eggs on a graded m arket 
basis in St. Louis. From a list 
of namgs he was able to sup­ 
ply Mr. LeGrand, he contacted 
a few firm s who buy eggs in 
th a t 
city. 
He 
decided 
to 
do 
business with Chester B. Franz, 
has been selling eggs to him 
for over 2 years. 
To get his eggs to St. Louis, 
M r. 
LeGrand 
hauls 
them 
to 
nearby Benton. There, eggs are 
picked up by a trucking firm 
who hauls them to Cape G irar­ 
deau, 21 miles away.

crystal ball of the future and place 
numbers on such things as gross 
national 
products, 
personal 
in­ 
come, employment and other ele­ 
ments of our economy. The output 
of forecasters, however, has not 
been much affected by the fun- 
loving members of the wyting pro­ 
fession who see little use in at­ 
tempting to guess the unguessa- 
We. 171« reading public seems to 
enjoy articles both on forecasting 
methods and those that reduce 
forecasting to a chaos of errors. 
Businessmen. even 
those 
who 
approach the task of reading an 
outlook with a minimum of trust, 
are interested. They have to be, 
for it is in the predictions as to 
what the future holds that the 
broad changes m the economic 
structure first are likely to ap­ 
pear. It is true that there is an ele­ 
ment of luck in forecasting what 
ultimately comes to pass. But if 
one breaks the major elements of 
the economy down and rebuilds 
upon realistic assumptions the re­ 
sults should be fairly 
accurate. 
At this point, we’ll take the plunge. 
BASIC 
FACTORS 
underlying 
our predictions for 1957 point to 
continuity of growth. These are: 
1. Public confidence is expected 
to remain strong. 
2. No major war is expected to 
develop. 
3. Farm surpluses are not ex­ 
pected to nse substantially, 
4. No decline is expected in na­ 
tional security spending or in gov­ 
ernment outlays. 
5. Employment levels 
are ex­ 
pected to remain at high points. 
6. Wages and living costs are 
expected to rise unevenly. 
7. Tax rates will continue at 
present levels. 
The political currents now thunder 
Ing in Hungary and the Middle 
East mav have severe economic 


effects on the nation. If a major 
war does not break out over the 
Suez Canal it may occur in some 
other place. This possibility 
has 
been with us for the past several 
years and will probably continue. 
Our forecast, however, does not 
include the possibility of our be­ 
coming engaged in a 
large-scale 
war. 
NEW CONSTRUCTION diwing 
1956 was about $44.6 billion, near­ 
ly 3 5 per cent over 1955. While 
residential building was off about 
$1.5 billion from 1955, nonresiden- 
tial construction activity was al­ 
most $1.2 billion greater than 19- 
55. The slowdown in housing was 
due to one thing: tight credit. Con­ 
gress, in 1949, authorized a low- 
rent public housing 
program of 
construction which was to create 
810,000 housing units over a six- 
year period. Only about 210,000 
units have been constructed thus 
far. in view of this and the need 
for low and medium low-cost hous­ 
ing, Congress will give momentum 
to this program and to the legisla­ 
tion passed in 1956. Credit will 
somewhat relax along this line 
and we can expect housing starts 
to reach a level of between 1.1 and 
13 million in 1957.

of most observers, who expected 
a decline of from 5 to 10 percent 
below the 1955 level would take 
place. In 1955 the value of cash 
receipts from the sale of farm 
commodities 
amounted to $29 2 
billion. In 1956 the value rose to 
$29.4 billion, an increase of rough­ 
ly 1 percent. This occurred be­ 
cause and in spite of the fact that 
welfare situation of farmers. In 
tent to which accumulated stocks 
the total output of farm products 
tn 1956 was a record high. The ex- 
the long run the volume of farm 
output needed to feed and clothe 
the growing population 
will in­ 
crease, perhaps as much as 30-35 


percent between now and 1975. Be­ 
cause of this and because contin­ 
ued high personal consumption ex­ 
penditures and the shifting of con­ 
sumers from low to higher priced 
commodities, we think farm cash 
receipts will be $30 billion in 1957 
and net income to be between $11.5 
and $12 billion, an increase of 2 
percent during the year.

PRICE LEVEL CHANGES will 
be a key factor in the coming year.

Larger and 
larger amounts of increase in par­ 
ticular activities are likely to be 
misleading since price increases 
will eat up much of the dollar vol­ 
ume advances.

From 1950 to 1955 the total o 
consumer credit rose $17.2 billion, 
an average of almost $3 billion per 
year. In 1957 the total is expected 
to rise $4.5 billion above the 1956 
amount and hit a new high of $45.5 
billion. 
Automobile paper is the most 
important single item making up 
the consumer credit total. In 1950 
it amounted to $6 billion; in 1955 
it had risen to $13.5 trillion; and in 
1956 it is expected to be about $14.6 
billion. Consumer acceptance 
of 
and demand for 1957 model cars 
should send the total automobile 
credit outstanding to about $17.5 
billion. At the same time the total 
of personal saving may be expect­ 
ed to decline about Yl.5 billion. 
EMPLOYMENT will 
be 
good 
and should remain good into the 
future. Population in 1957 should 
rise to 171.2 million. Of these peo­ 
ple, 67 million, or 39 percent, will 
be employed. Agriculture employ­ 
ment in 1957 should continue to 
decline to about 6.4 million, with 
nonagricultural employment ris­ 
ing to 60.6 million.

ACREAGE RESERVE 
AGREEMENTS BIND LEGALLY 


A Soil Bank Acreage Reserve 
agreement is a legal contract be­ 
tween the farmer who signed it 
and the U. S. government, Dick 
Owens, chairman for the New Mad­ 
rid County ASC Committee re­ 
minded the farmers this week. 
Under the agreements, both par­ 
ties obligate themselves to carry 
out specific provisions of the pro­ 
gram. The agreements to place 
land in the 1957 Acreage Reserve 
are in effect from February 4, 
1957 through December 31, 1957. 
Neither the farmer nor the gov­ 
ernment can revise or cancel the 
Acreage Reserve agreements after 
the close of the sign-up for the 


crop covered by the 
agreement, 
Mr. Owens explained. 
The closing date for signing Acre 
age Reserve agreements for corn 
was March 8, for cotton March 1. 
During the sign-up period, farm ­ 
ers were permitted to cancel a- 
greements or to substitute new a- 
greements for those they have 
figned previously. 
Whether or not a farm er will re­ 
ceive his full payment will depend 
on how he complys with all the 
acreage allotments established for 
his farm. He also agreed not to 
graze or harvest a crop from the 
land designated for the Acreage 
Reserve. 


If a farm er violates either 
of 
these provisions, he will be dis­ 
qualified for the payment he might 
have earned otherwise. Further­ 
more, grazing o rharvesting a crop 


from the designated Acreage Re­ 
serve land makes the farm er sub­ 
ject to a civil penalty equal to one- 
half the payment he would have 
earned.

Brew ster, 
Team sters 
fifth 
vice 
president, 
has not coincided 
directly 
with 
the main argum ents of the right- 
to-work proponents, but it is cre­ 
ating a national atm osphere con­ 
ducive 
to public 
acceptance of 
those 
argum ents. 
Labor 
execu­ 
tives are worried. 
The slogan of the National Right- 
to-Work Com mittee is. "A m ericans 
m ust have the right, but not be 
compelled to join labor unions." 
The A m erican Federation of L a­ 
bor 
and Congress of Industrial 
Organizations holds that "the real 
aim of the ‘r ght-to-work’ laws is 
to underm ine trade unions—to de­ 
stroy or to weaken free American 
trade unions, 
to 
discourage re ­ 
sponsible unionism ." Labor lead­ 
ers call the laws a t t e m p t s at 
"union-busting 
Propaganda Plays Big Pari. 
Studies have shown that propa­ 
ganda rather than factual analysis 
has played a considerable part in 
the enactm ent of m any state right- 
to-work laws. For this reason, any 
anti-union sentim ent that is arous­ 
ed as a result of the hearings will 
work in favor of the right-to-work 
advocates and against the unions. 
There has been some talk of a 
Federal right-to-work law, but it 
has not developed into firm Con- 
igressional proposals. Some right- 
to-work champions are opposed to 
a Federal law on the ground th at 
if it were enacted, they would have 
to fight efforts to repeal it. They 
would prefer, for the long term , to 
seek a Constitutional am endm ent. 
There are laws on the books in 
Alabama.

With one 
exception 
(Florida), 
all of the state laws have come 
into force since the enactm ent of 
the Taft-H artley Act of 1947. Sec­ 
tion 14 (B> of that act gave the 
atates the power to legislate re­ 
strictions additional to those in the 
F ederal law. 
There are three principal form s 
of w hat labor calls union security 
-—the union shop, the closed shop 
and the provision or m aintenance 
o f m em bership. The union shop is 
perm itted by the Taft-H artley Act, 
but is forbidden by right-to-work 
laws. Under the union shop, afl 
w orkers hired by the em ployer 
m ust join the union to the extent, 
a t least, of paying dues, within % 
apecified tim e after they are hired. 
Th# closed shop (which allows 
the hiring of union m em bers only) 
it forbidden by Taft-H artley and 
state laws. 
U nder 
m aintenance 
of 
m em ­ 
bership, w orkers who are union 
m em bers when a labor-m anage- 
xnent contract is signed, or who 
becom e m em bers later, m ust re ­ 
m ain m em bers for the duration of 
the contract. This is perm itted by

Stand of Advocates 
TUght-to-work 
advocates 
hold 
that the elem ent of compulsion, 
as expressed in the union shop and 
provisions, is wrong and leads to 
all sorts of evils. One of their pam ­ 
phlets says: 
"Forcing an American 
citizen 
to join any organization and pay 
dues to it for the privilege oi work­ 
ing and earning a living is a form 


of economic slavery that is con­ 
trary to all the moral

American dem ocracy. 
Not 
only 
does it take away the constitution­ 
al right of choice of the individual, 
but it also perpetuates

less of whether they serve their 
m em bers honestly and well." 
The unions, noting that most of 
the 125.000 labor-m anagem ent con 
tracts in the United States contain 
some type of union security pro­ 
vision.

whelming m ajority of workers in 
union establishm ents indorse un­ 
ion security. 
The union position is that the 
right-to-work propaganda concen­ 
trates on the right of the average 
worker not to join a union, but 
overlooks the fact that without a 
union the individual worker would 
have little or no bargaining power 
in negotiations with his employer. 
Sthte Government Injected. 
Unions 
say 
the 
right-to-work 
laws interfere with the collective 
bargaining p r o c e s s , inject the 
state governm ent into labor-m an­ 
agem ent talks, tell unions and em ­ 
ployers they m ay not enforce un­ 
ion security provisions wanted by 
both parties and bring about sub­ 
standard wages and working con­ 
ditions. 
A union that wins 
certification 
as the bargaining agent of the 
m ajority of w orkers jn u st by law 
represent ail the w orkers in the 
unit. Labor leaders point out that 
such a unit can do a better job 
when all the w orkers 
are m em ­ 
bers and th at w orkers resent the 
"fre erider," the w o r k e r who 
wants the benefits, but refuses his 
share of the responsibility. 
It has not been possible to evalu­ 
ate compeltely the effects of right- 
to-work law's because no m ajor

Indiana

A new juvenile code for Missouri 
has passed its first hurdle in the 
state legislature, receiving prelimi 
nary senate approval after more 
than an hour of floor debate.

Symbols of Strength and Unity 
On the Great Seal of Missouri 


Authorized 135 Years Ago Today, the Emblem Carries the National Eagle and 
the Arms of the State, Including a Bear and a Crescent Moon — Must Not 
Be Used for Commercial Purposes.

The practice of m arking items 
with a seal is so ancient that its 
origin i annot be determ ined, but 
for the State of Missouri there was 
a beginning 135 years ago today— 
J a n u a r y 11, 1822—the date a bill 
establishing the great seal 
was 
signed into law. 
It was on November 6, 1821, that 
Alexander McNair, governor, told 
the first G eneral Assembly at St. 
Charles of the need for an official 
seal. Therefore, action 
as swift. 
The m atter went to a com m ittee, 
and it reported a bill on Decem­ 
ber 31. 182'. The bill was passed 
Jan u ary 9. 1822, and was signed by 
G overnor M cNair two days later. 
The act, 
employing 
the 
tech­ 
nical language of heraldry, pre­ 
scribed the seal in detail, provid­ 
ing. in part, that the “ seal shall 
be in circular form, and not m ore 
than two and a half inches in diam 
c te r.” 
M issouri’s great seal, like those 
of all the other states, is im press­ 
ed upon certain docum ents. Also, 
It m ay be seen, in slightly altered 
form , on the sides of state high­ 
way patrol cars. The ^eal may not 
legally be used 
for 
com m ercial 
purposes, according to a 
ruling 
by Attorney G ener 1 John M. Dal­ 
ton. m ade only last year 
The Designer 
For many years up until 1936 
there was uncertainty about 
the 
designer of the 1 eal. It was a t­ 
tributed to several persons 
until 
Roy T. King in 1936 wrote an arti­ 
cle for the Missouri Historical Re­ 
view which gave Robert William 
Wells the credit. In the 
article 
King reported the discovery of a 
letter which was w'ritten by Wells 
in 1847 and dissem inated at that 
tim e over the state. In the letter 
Wells nam ed himself is 
“ e de­ 
signer of the seal and discussed at 
length the m e a n i n g of its ele­ 
m ents. A p ait of the letter, which 
was contained in K ing’s 
article, 
follows: 


“ A part of the arm s of the state 
is a white or grisly bear of Mis­ 
souri. 
“ In hearaldry it is always under­ 
stood that none of the bad proper­ 
ties of anim als taken as em blem s 
are intended, or are supposed to 
be contem plated. Thus the United 
States in adopting the eagle is not 
supposed to indicate that the U. S. 
are like a bird of prey, and will 
prey upon, and devour other na­ 
tions. 
Meaning of the Bear 
“ The white or grisly bear is un­ 
like any other, and was believed 
to be unknown except on the M is­ 
souri and in the neighborhood and 
was adopted or account of its vast 
power, great courage and prodigi­ 
ous hardihood; em blem atical 
of 
the great resources of the state 
and of the courage and hardihood 
of its citizens. 
“The crescent or new moon was 
adopted as indicating the then and 
future condition of the state; sm all 
in population and wealth but in­ 
creasing like the crescent. 
“ The arm s of the U. S. and those 
of the state are encircled and sur­ 
rounded by a band, yet separated 
by a pale or line, to indicate that 
the whole m ake one governm ent, 
yet are separate and distinct gov­ 
ernm ents for certain purposes. 
“ The m otto which is 
inscribed 
upon the band, ‘united we stand, 
divided we fall,’ is to indicate ad­ 
vantages of the Union and the evils 
which would 
attend 
its dissolu­ 
tion. 
Federal Power Recognized 
“The arm s of the United States, 
in connection with the arm s of the 
state also indicate that the power 
of w ar and peace is with the gov­ 
ernm ent of the U. S. and not with 
that of the state, as shown by the 
arrows in one claw of the eagle 
and the olive branch in the other 
claw. 
“The crest over the 
arm s of 
the state, a helm et of gold, indi­ 
cates that the state, although sov­ 
ereign as to some m atters, .is not 


sovereign as to all: the helm et is 
that of a prince but not that of a 
king. 
“The large star ascending from 
a cloud into a constellation of 23 
sm alfer stars, indicates the rise of 
Missouri into the confederation or 
union of 23 states, and the diffi­ 
culty attending 
it—the 
Missouri 
controversy. «There were 23 states 
in the Union before Missouri was 
adm itted.) 
“ The supporters stand 
upon 
a 
scroll upon which is inscribed the 
words 
‘Salus populi suprem a lex 
esto.’ ‘Let the good of the people 
be the suprem e law.’ This motto, 
being that upon which the sup­ 
porters 
stand, 
was 
intended 
t o ,. 
represent the foundation of the.; | 
governm ent of the s t a t e . That 
foundation is ‘the good of the peo­ 
ple’ or the public good and was in­ 
tended to contra distinguish 
this 
governm ent from the governm ents 
of the old world . . 
Year of Statehood 
The Rom an num erals MDCCC- 
SS, which appear 
on 
the 
seal, 
were mentioned by Wells as repre­ 
senting 
“ the year Missouri be­ 
cam e a state—1820.“ 
Wells, a native of Virginia, at­ 
tained the United States District 
court bench, was a curator of the 
University of Missouri and presi­ 
dent of the constitutional conven­ 
tion of 1845.

He reported the restoration of the 
great seal, which had been taken 
from its custodian. The person who 
took it and the person to whom it 
was returned were not nam ed. 


M issouri’s great seal has 
only 
on$ face. Four states have a 2- 
sided em blem — Georgia, Pennsyl 
vania, Virginia and West Virginia. 
The eagle, which appears at the 
center of M issouri’s seal, is a popu 
lar symbol. It has a role in the 
seals of 13 different states. Neith­ 
er is the p h r a s e , “United We 
Stand, Divided We F all.” unique 
for Missouri. It is the state motto 
of Kentucky. 
The secretary of state, 
W alter 
H. Toberm an, is custodian of the 
great seal of Missouri, under pro­ 
vision of the 1945 constitution. All 
official acts of the governor are to 
be authenticated with the seal, ex­ 
cept the approval of laws.

This type of caster costs from 
$3 to $4 a set. Plastic casters ate 
less expensive but aren’t as sat­ 
isfactory for most purposes. 
“The chair you use should have 
legs w ith a wide enough base for 
attaching the casters,’* notes Miss 
Johnson. “One type of caster on 
the m arket is m ade to be insert­ 
ed into the chair leg. Another 
type is screwed on by m eans of 
a m etal plate.” 
Casters play an im portant part 
in the success of other home con­ 
veniences, too, such as wheel ta­ 
bles, carts, or .service trays. This 
type of thing may be just w hat 
you need for transporting equip­ 
ment from the kitchen to the d in­ 
ing room, w et laundry to t h e 
clothes line, or for many othei 
toting jobs. 
A wheel table that is just the 


right working height for you is 
especially handy if you have a 
kitchen Which hasn’t been built 
or remodeled to save your ener­ 
gy and time.

One Morgan county homemak­ 
er, whose kitchen sink is quite m 
distance from the dish cupboard, 
uses a wheel table to transfer the 
clean dishes from the sink to the 
cupboard, thus saving many trips 
A homemaker in Douglas coun­ 
ty vises a movable table in her 
laundry center. Her clothes chute 
drops the clothes on the

where she sorts them. Theji w'ith 
little effort, she rdlls the clothes 
on over to the washer. She puts 
the table into use again when she 
irons since it m akes a perfect 
place within easy reach to stack 
her flat work. 
If you/should be Interested in 
making either a wheel tray or ta­ 
ble, your local county agent has 
patterns for both. They are pub­ 
lished by the University of M.s- 
souri College of Agriculture. 
But w hether you make or buy 
such items, it’s wise to check the 
quality of the casters before mak 
ing a purchase. 
“Choose the best, not the cheap 
est,’’ Miss Johnson advises.

olution No. 16 was approved both by Indiana’s House and Sen­ 
ate by a voice vote in one day. 


The resolution charged that highly progressive federal tax 
rates have made it “virtually im possible” to accum ulate venture 
capital; have “destroyed" the incentive for people to invest in 
new and untried business ventures. High rates are causing m any 
taxpayers to feel they have “m oral justification for evasion” 
thereby encouraging dishonesty and m aking the equitable col­ 
lection of taxes “impossible,” the resolution said. It added that 
the high tax rate is the basic cause of m any m ergers which are 
“slowly but surely absorbing the middle-sized com pany w ith its 
independent m anagem ent;” and that federal tax policies are 
encouraging states *to accept “ federal aid” and thus adding to 
the centralization of power in Washington. 


A Republican, David W. Dennis of Richmond and a Demo­ 
crat, W aiter H. M aehling of T erre Haute, sponsored the resolu­ 
tion jointly. In its eagerness to stam p its approval on the m eas­ 
ure, the Senate acted in a night session a few hours after the 
House had voted. 


The resolution concluded w ith a dem and for “substantial” 
reduction of income taxes, tax “relief” for small corporations, 
“drastic” cuts in state and gift taxes, and rem oval of inequities 
from excise taxes.

Missouri’s Egg Law has the 
effect of forcing producers of 
low quality eggs to sell for a 
lower price 
than 
high-quality 
eggs. For poultrym en like D en­ 
nis LeGrand, farming near Ben­ 
ton, the new' law was bound to 
be a help, not a penalty. He has 
been producing a quality egg for 
the St. Louis m arket since early 
in 1954 so he already was in 
compliance w ith regulations in 
the law'. 
Prior to 1953, LeGrands Used 
to keep about 300 hens in an 
old shed connected to the barn 
and sold hatching eggs. As a 
mem ber of Scott County's Bal­ 
anced Farm ing Association that 
year, they w ere advised “to get 
off the fence.” Extension person­ 
nel suggested they either get a 
bigger flock of layers or get 
out of the poultry business. 
From 
their 
experience 
w ith 
the small flock, LeGrands knew 
poultry would produce a pro­ 
fit, and they knew' they liked 
to handle them. So they built 
a larger laying house, 48 x 50 
feet, that would house 700 light 
breed hens. They knew if they 
ever decided to drop their poul- 
project, the building could be 
used for a shed to store their 
m achinery items. 
Take Agent’s Advice 
At the tim e they expanded 
their 
business, 
County 
Agent 
Tom Stroup suggested they try 
to sell eggs on a graded m arket 
basis in St. Louis. From a list 
of namgs he was able to sup­ 
ply Mr. LeGrand, he contacted 
a few firm s who buy eggs in 
that 
city. 
He 
decided 
to 
do 
business wuth Chester B. Franz, 
has been selling eggs to him 
for over 2 years. 
To get his eggs to S t Louis, 
Mr. 
LeGrand 
hauls 
them 
to 
nearbv Benton. There, eggs are 
picked up by a trucking firm 
who hauls them to Cape G irar­ 
deau, 2! m iles away.

On one or two occasions, Mr. 
LeGrand has shiped a day early 
and increase in q uality was im ­ 
m ediately reflected in prices he 
received for eggs. A single day, 
one way or another, can make 
a great difference in egg quality. 
Eggs are shipped out twice a 
week 
from the farm. Normal 
production W’ill give LeGrands 
10 to 12 cases a w eek, and they

cases in peak condition. 
All t grading is done by the 
buyer in St. Louis. Each check 
indicates

ment. Cooler at farm helps hold

Mr. LeG rand says he probably 
gets 7 or 8 cents a dozen above 
local egg prices and could get 
more if he could hold his quality 
better on the way to m arket.

Fad Focus

Humorists have ribbed the 
ef­ 
forts of economists to look into the 
crystal ball of the future and place 
numbers on such things as gross 
national 
products, 
personal 
in­ 
come, employment and other ele­ 
ments of our economy. The output 
of forecasters, however, has not 
been much affecfed by the fun- 
loving members of the wyting pro­ 
fession who see little use in at­ 
tempting to guess the ungucssa- 
ble. The reading public seems to 
en)oy articles both on forecasting 
methods and 
those 
that 
reduce 
forecasting to a chaos of errors. 
Businessmen, even 
those 
who 
approach the task of reading an 
outlook with a minimum of trust, 
are interested. They have to be. 
for it is in the predictions as to 
what the future holds that the 
broad changes in the economic 
structure first are likely to ap­ 
pear. It is true that there is an ele­ 
ment of luck in forecasting what 
ultimately comes to pass. But if 
>ne breaks the major elements of 
[he economy down and rebuilds 
upon realistic assumptions the re­ 
sults should be fairly 
accurate. 
At this point, we’ll take the plunge. 
BASIC 
FACTORS 
underlying 
sur predictions for 1957 point to 
rontmuity of growth. These are: 
1. Public confidence is expected 
to remain strong. 
2. No major war is expected to 
ievelop. 
3. Farm surpluses are not ex­ 
pected to rise substantially. 
4. No decline is expected in na­ 
tional security spending or in gov- 
»rnment outlays. 
5. Employment levels are ex­ 
pected to remain at high points. 
6. Wages and living costs are 
►xpectcd to rise unevenly. 
7. Tax rates will continue at 
present levels. 
rhe political currents now thunder 
ng in Hungary and the Middle 
Bast may have severe economic 


effects on the nation. If a major 
war does not break out over the 
Suez Canal it may occur in some 
other place. This possibility has 
been with us for the past several 
years and will probably continue. 
Our forecast, however, does not 
include the possibility of our be­ 
coming engaged in a large-scale 
war. 
NEW CONSTRUCTION during 
1956 was about 544 S billion, near­ 
ly 3.5 per cent over 1955. While 
residential building was off about 
SI .5 billion from 1955, nonresiden- 
tial construction activity was al­ 
most $1.2 billion greater than 19- 
55. The slowdown in housing was 
due to one thing: tight credit. Con­ 
gress. in 1949, authorized a low- 
rent public housing 
program 
of 
construction which was to create 
810,IKK) housing units over a six- 
year period. Only about 210,000 
units have been constructed thus 
far. In view of this and the need 
for low and medium low-cost hous­ 
ing, Congress will give momentum 
to this program and to the legisla­ 
tion passed in 1956. Credit will 
somewhat relax along this line 
and we can expect housing starts 
to reach a level of between 1.1 and 
13 million in 1957. This will bring 
the figures almost up to the point 
where they were in 1955. 
IN AGRICULTURE, 
cash 
re­ 
ceipts in 1956 exceeded the hopes 
of most observers, who expected 
a decline of from 5 to 10 percent 
below the 1955 level would take 
place. In 1955 the value of cash 
receipts from the sale of farm 
commodities 
amounted to $29 2 
billion. In 1956 the value rose to 
$29.4 billion, an increase of rough­ 
ly 1 percent. This occurred be­ 
cause and in spite of the fact that 
welfare situation of farmers. In 
tent to which accumulated stocks 
the total output of farm products 
in 1956 was a record high. The ex- 
the long run the volume of farm 
output needed to feed and clothe 
the growing 
population 
will in­ 
crease, perhaps as much as 30-35

creases in their prices. Larger and 
larger amounts of increase in par­ 
ticular activities are likely to be 
misleading since price increases 
will eat up much of the dollar vol­ 
ume advances.

contraction in 1958. The pressures 
have existed right along but the 
combination of men and circum­ 
stances has been such that the poli 
cy of restriction has won out at the 
right times. In 1957 the combina­ 
tion may not be so satisfactory. 
It is in this sense that 1957 is a 
key year to the future health of the 
economy. 
CONSUMER CREDIT 
will 
be 
the great debate among both econ­ 
omists and government 
officials 
in 1957, The gradual increases in 


consumer credit outstanding hav 
been the subject of discussion fo 
some time. It appears that cor. 
summer demand for short and ir. 
termediate-term credit in 1957 wil 
be the impetus for renewed con 
sideration of this vital factor. 
From 1950 to 1955 the total o 
consumer credit rose $17.2 billion, 
an average of almost $3 billion per 
year. In 1957 the total is expected 
to rise $4.5 billion above the 1956 
amount and hit a new high of $45.5 
billion. 
Automobile paper is the most 
important single item making up 
the consumer credit total. In 1950 
it amounted to $6 billion; in 1955 
it had risen to $13.5 billion; and in 
1956 it is expected to be about $14.8 
billion. Consumer acceptance 
of 
and demand for 1957 model cars 
should send the total automobile 
credit outstanding to about $17.5 
billion. At the same time the total 
of personal saving may be expect­ 
ed to decline about Yl.5 billion. 
EMPLOYMENT will 
be 
good 
and should remain good into the 
future. Population in 1957 should 
rise to 171.2 million. Of these peo­ 
ple, 67 million, or 39 percent, will 
be employed. Agriculture employ­ 
ment in 1957 should continue to 
decline to about 6.4 million, with 
nonagricultural employment ris­ 
ing to 60.6 million.

ACREAGE RESERVE 
AGREEMENTS BIND LEGALLY 


A Soil Bank Acreage Reserve 
agreement is a legal contract be­ 
tween the farmer who signed it 
and the U. S. government, Dick 
Owens, chairman for the New Mad­ 
rid County ASC Committee re­ 
minded the farmers this week. 
Under the agreements, both par­ 
ties obligate themselves to carry 
out specific provisions of the pro­ 
gram. The agreements to place 
land in the 1957 Acreage Reserve 
are in effect from February 4, 
1957 through December 31, 1957. 
Neither the farmer nor the gov­ 
ernment can revise or cancel the 
Acreage Reserve agreements after 
the close of the sign-up for the 


crop covered by the 
agreement, 
Mr. Owens explained. 
The closing date for signing Acre 
age Reserve agreements for corn 
was March 8, for cotton March 1. 
During the sign-up period, farm ­ 
ers were permitted to cancel a- 
greements or to substitute new a- 
greements for those they have 
signed previously. 
Whether or not a farm er will re­ 
ceive his full payment will depend 
on how he complys with all the 
acreage allotments established for 
his farm. He also agreed not to 
graze or harvest a crop from the 
land designated for the Acreage 
Reserve. 


If a farm er violates either 
of 
these provisions, he will be dis­ 
qualified for the payment he might 
have earned otherwise. Further­ 
more, grazing o rharvesting a crop 


from the designated Acreage Re­ 
serve land makes the farm er sub­ 
ject to a civil penalty equal to one- 
half the payment he would have 
earned.

ment field will help them in their 
campaign to add to the 18 states 
that now have some form of law 
aimed at what labor terms union 
security. , 
The testimony of such witnesses 
as Dave Beck. Teamsters presi­ 
dent. 
and 
Frank W. 
Brewster, 
Teamsters 
fifth 
vice 
president, 
has not 
coincided directly 
with 
the main arguments of the right- 
to-work proponents, but it is cre­ 
ating a national atmosphere con­ 
ducive 
to public 
acceptance 
of 
those 
arguments. 
Labor 
execu­ 
tives are worried. 
The slogan of the National Right- 
to-Work Committee is. ‘ Americans 
must have the right, but not be 
compelled to join labor 
unions." 
The American Federation of La­ 
bor 
and Congress of Industrial 
Organizations holds that "the real 
aim of the ‘rght-to-work’ laws is 
to undermine trade unions—to de­ 
stroy or to weaken free American 
trade unions, 
to 
discourage 
re­ 
sponsible unionism.’’ Labor lead­ 
ers call the laws a t t e m p t s at 
“ union-busting." 
Propaganda Plays Big Part. 
Studies have shown that propa­ 
ganda rather than factual analysis 
has played a considerable part in 
the enactment of many state right- 
to-work laws. For this reason, any 
anti-union sentiment that is arous­ 
ed as a result of the hearings will 
work in favor of the right-to-work 
advocates and against the unions. 
There has been some talk of a 
Federal right-to-work law, but it 
has not developed into firm Con­ 
gressional proposals. Some right- 
to-work champions are opposed to 
a Federal law on the ground that 
if it were enacted, they would have 
1o fight efforts to repeal it. They 
would prefer, for the long term, to 
seek a Constitutional amendment.

The union position is that the 
right-to-work propaganda concen­ 
trates on the right of the average 
worker not to join a union, but 
overlooks the fact that without a 
union the individual worker would 
have little or no bargaining powder 
in negotiations with his employer. 
State Government Injected. 
Unions 
say

right-to-work 
laws interfere with the collective 
bargaining p r o c e s s , inject the 
state government into labor-man­ 
agement talks, tell unions and em­ 
ployers they may not enforce un­ 
ion security provisions wanted by 
both parties and bring about sub­ 
standard wages and working con­ 
ditions. 


A union that wins

Autterson 
told the demonstrators the right- 
to-work measure had‘been lobbied 
through by the state Chamber of 
Commerce and urged workers not 
to trade with retail firms affiliated 
with the chamber. 


Representative Ray J, Madden

tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft Ben­ 
son’s “ bureaucrats.”

Shott says:

tion of the effort to bring back the 
open shop. It gets the movement 
for a return of the open shop away 
from the reminder of private war­

Symbols of Strength and Unity 
On the Great Seal of Missouri 


Authorixed 135 Years Ago Today, the Emblem Carries the National Eagle and 
the Arms of the State, Including a Bear and a Crescent Moon — Must Not 
Be Used for Commercial Purposes.

The practice of m arking items 
with a seal is so ancient that its 
origin cannot be determ ined, but 
for the State of Missouri there was 
a beginning 135 years ago today— 
Jan u ary 11. 1822—the date a bill 
e.-tablishing the great seal 
was 
signed into law 
It was on November 6. 1821, that 
A lexander M cNair, governor, told 
the first General Assembly at St. 
Charles of the need for an official 
seal. Therefore, action 
as swift. 
The m atter went to a com m ittee, 
and it reported a bill on Decem­ 
ber 31, 182*. The bill was passed 
Jan u ary 9, 1822, and was signed by 
G overnor M cNair two days later. 
The act, 
employing 
the 
tech­ 
nical language of heraldry, pre­ 
scribed the seal in detail, provid­ 
ing, in part, that the “ seal shall 
be in circular form , and not m ore 
than two and a half inches in diam 
e te r.” 
M issouri's great seal, like those 
of all the other states, is im press­ 
ed upon certain docum ents. Also, 
It m ay be seen, in slightly altered 
form , on the sides of state high­ 
way patrol cars. The ->eal may not 
legally be used 
for 
com m ercial 
purposes, according to a 
ruling 
by Attorney G ener 1 John M. Dal­ 
ton, m ade only last year 
The Designer 
For many years up until 
1936 
there was uncertainty about 
the 
designer of the <’eal. It 
was a t­ 
tributed to several persons 
until 
Roy T. King in 1936 wrote an a rti­ 
cle for the M issouri Historical Re­ 
view which gave Robert William 
Wells the credit. In the article 
King reported the discovery of a 
letter which was written by Wells 
in 1847 and dissem inated at that 
tim e over the state. In the letter 
W ells nam ed himself as 
“ e de­ 
signer of the seal and discussed at 
length the m e a n i n g of its ele­ 
m ents. A part of the letter, which 
was contained in K ing's 
article, 
follows: 


“ A part of the arm s of the state j 
is a white or grisly bear of Mis­ 
souri. 
“ In hearaldrv it is always under­ 
stood that none of the bad proper­ 
ties of anim als taken as em blem s 
are intended, or are supposed to 
be contem plated. Thus the United 
States in adopting the eagle is not 
supposed to indicate that the U. S. 
are like a bird of prey, and will 
prey upon, and devour other n a­ 
tions. 
Meaning of the Bear 
“ The white or grisly bear is un­ 
like any other, and was 
believed 
to be unknown except on the M is­ 
souri and in the neighborhood and 
was adopted or account of its vast 
power, great courage and prodigi­ 
ous hardihood; 
em blem atical 
of 
« 
the great resources of the state 
and of the courage and hardihood 
of its citizens. 
“The crescent or new moon was 
adopted as indicating the then and 
future condition of the state; sm all 
in population and wealth but in­ 
creasing like the crescent. 
“ The arm s of the U. S. and those 
of the state are encircled and sur­ 
rounded by a band, yet separated 
by a pale or line, to indicate that 
the whole m ake one governm ent, 
yet are separate and distinct gov­ 
ernm ents for certain purposes. 
“ The m otto which is 
inscribed 
upon the band, “united we stand, 
divided we fall,* is to indicate ad­ 
vantages of the Union and the evils 
which would 
attend its 
dissolu­ 
tion. 
Federal Power Recognized 
“The arm s of the United States, 
in connection with the arm s of the 
state also indicate that the power 
of war and peace is with the gov­ 
ernm ent of the U. S. and not with 
that of the state, as shown by the 
arrows in one claw of the eagle 
and the olive branch in the other 
claw. 
“ The crest over the 
arm s of 
the state, a helm et of gold, indi­ 
cates that the state, although sov­ 
ereign as to some m atters, -is not 


sovereign as to all; the helm et is 
that of a prince but not that of a 
king. 
“The large star ascending from 
a cloud into a constellation of 23 
smalker stars, indicates the rise of 
Missouri into the confederation or 
union of 23 states, and the diffi­ 
culty attending 
it—the 
Missouri 
controversy. (There were 23 states 
in the Union before Missouri was 
adm itted.) 
“ The supporters stand 
upon 
a 
scroll upon which is inscribed the 
words 
‘Salus populi suprem a lex 
esto.’ ‘Let the good of the people 
be the suprem e law .’ This motto, 
being that upon 
which the sup­ 
porters stand, 
was 
intended 
to 
represent the 
foundation 
of the 
government of the s t a t e . That 
foundation is ‘the good of the peo­ 
ple’ or the public good and was in­ 
tended to contra distinguish 
this 
governm ent from the governm ents 
of the old world . . . ” 
Year of .statehood 
The Roman num erals MDCCC- 
SS. which appear 
on 
the 
seal, 
were mentioned by Wells as repre­ 
senting 
“ the year Missouri 
be­ 
cam e a state—1820.” 
Wells, a native of Virginia, a t­ 
tained the United States 
D istrict 
court bench, was a curator of the 
University of Missouri and presi­ 
dent of the constitutional conven­ 
tion of 1845. King described him as 
“ one of M issouri’s most outstand­ 
ing m en.” 
The original die of the great 
seal is believed to have been de­ 
stroyed by a statehouse fire in 18- 
37. Another apparent tim e of strife 
for the seal is indicated in the of­ 
ficial report by General 
Sterling 
Price on the battle of Lexington. 
He reported the restoration of the 
great seal, which had been taken 
from its custodian. The person who 
took it and the person to whom it 
was returned were not named. 


M issouri’s great seal has 
only 
on$ face. Four states have a 2- 
sided em blem — Georgia, Pennsyl 
vania. Virginia and West Virginia. 
The eagle, which appears at the 
center of M issouri's seal, is a popu 
lar symbol. It has a role in the 
seals of 13 different states. Neith­ 
er is the p h r a s e , “United We 
Stand, Divided We Fall." unique 
for M issouri. It is the state motto 
of Kentucky. 
The secretary of state, 
W alter 
H. Toberm an. is custcxlian of the 
great seal of Missouri, under pro­ 
vision of the 1945 constitution. All 
official acts of the governor are to 
be authenticated with the seal, ex­ 
cept the approval of laws.
